Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14

suggest an isolated nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 
encoding a 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5-phosphate reductoisomerase of SEQ ID NO: 2, an isolated 
nucleic acid molecule having 95% sequence identity to a nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 
encoding a 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5-phosphate reductoisomerase of SEQ ID NO: 2, or an isolated 
polynucleotide comprising a nucleotide sequence which encodes a 1-deoxy-D-xylulose 5- 
phosphate reductoisomerase of SEQ ID NO: 2,and in view of Applicant's submission of an 
amendment canceling Claims 27-35.
